$1,624,181.40 
Value Permit 
Increase 


A report of activity for the 
month of July, 1963, from the 
office of the City Engineer, De- 
partment of Public Works, of the 
City of Albany showed a 
$111,058.00 for value permits 
bringing the fiscal total to $2,- 
745,760.50; an increase of $1,624,- 
181.40 over last year. 

The sizeable increase is due 
to two factors: multiple units and 
commercial development. Three 
new commercial buildings, in- 
cluding the $225,000 permit for 
the new Safeway development on 
Solano Avenue, $90,000 variance 
for Albany Hospital, $24,000 for 
St. Mary’s High School, and the 
permit for the Blind Orientation 
Center added considerably to the 
increase. Among the multiples 
were the 60 unit apartment on 
Brighton, $474,000, and a 32 unit 
multiple on Evelyn Avenue. Ac- 
cording to the office of the city 
engineer, the majority of permits 
were, in the past, issued for 
individual dwellings; they are 
now for duplex, tri-plex or mul- 
tiple structure. 

Total fees collected for July, 
1963 were $1,629.12.

sewers. 

The hearing, scheduled by the 
Council Monday night, followed 
the reading of two communica- 
tions from Albany citizens; one 
from Mrs. Kathe Zahn, 911 Santa 
Fe Avenue, proposing a sanitary 
sewer connection fee, the other 
from Mrs. L. F. Torrez, 829 Jack- 
son St., asking how the City can 
levy a monthly charge when the 


householder already pays the 
East Bay Municipal District for 
the same purpose. 

Clarification was given in a 


formal statement issued by Vice- 
mayor Lewis Howell, finance 
chairman of the Council: 

“In regard to the letter from 
Mrs. Torrez, the rate charged by 
the East Bay Municipal District 
is for the disposal of sewage and 
said rate is judged by the quan 
tity of water used in each house 
hold. Our proposal is for the re- 
placement of worn out sewers. 

“Tt is the responsibility of the 
City Council to provide adequate 
sewers for the community and 
this is an equitable way of financ- 
ing a sewage system On a pay-as- 
you-go basis.
